YUKON COAL FIELDS. 

HUNDREDS OF MILES LONG.

TACOMA, Oct. 3.—{Execlusive Dis- 


patch. ] Coal Expert A. J. Collier has 


returned from a trip of 1300 miles 
made slowly this summer down the 
Yukon River te investigate the coal 
resources of that country: He found 
that coal exists along almost the en- 
tire length of the’ Yukon. His geolog- 
ical party extended ‘tts operations from 
ten to fifteen miles back from the river, 
making notes of the coal f tion 
and the manner in which they be 


worked to the best advantage. ' 


Four miles were found in operation, 
one at Five Finger Rapids, ahd one at 
Cliff Creek, both in Canadian territory. 
Two American mines are being dé- 
‘veloped, one twelve mileg above Nu- 
lato, and one nine miles below. These 
mines ute all producing a good quality 
vf steaming coal, and several Yukon 
steumers are using it In place of wood, 
which is becoming more expensive each 
year. Much of the coal along the Yu- 
kon is frozen to a depth of 150 feet or 
more, the action of treesing reducing 
it almost to granulation. This does 
not impair its burning qualities.
